TODAY MARKS FIRS! 
HEARING ON BUDGET 
| UR. NEN 


NEW YORK—The first of the hearings 
on the tentative city budget for 1910 will 
be held today. The requests from various 
city departments have all been submitted, 
totaling over $184,000,000. It is now the 
duty of the board to take up the sev- 
eral items and after suitable considera- 
tion to make such reductions as it may 
deem expedient. The budget for the pres- 
ent year was reduced to $156,000,000. 

Demands for larger appropriations for 
particular departments come from the 
budget conference of civic and charitable 
agencies and various teachers’ associa- 
tions, not to speak of the less concretely 
organized and less open appeals from 
officials and employees for larger sal- 
aries and more liberal allowances for 
purposes legitimate and otherwise. 

The conferences of civic and charitable 
societies are the outgrowth of meetings 
called last spring by the bureau of 
municipal research. The conferees do not 
fee] that it is necessary for them to point 
out ways in which expenses can be saved. 
Their members will undoubtedly demand 
a $3,000,000 increase in expenditures. The 
salary proposals put forward by numer- 
ous associations will require an increase 
of not leas than $6,000,000. The board of 
education, if it follows the precedent of 
the last two years, will also demand a 
considerable increase in salaries. It 
would, therefore, cem impaasible, unless 
radical concessions are made, that the 
burden upon the taxpayers ot New York 
can be anything but greatly increased.

S MADE IN VIENNA

VIENNA The recent visit of Herr von 
Bethmann- Hollweg, the German imperial 
chancellor to Vienna, has not created an 
expecially favorable impression. His ful. 
wome and superlative language in de 
scribing his interview with Emperor Jo- 
soph has been subjected to considerable 
criticiam and has not added to his repu 
tution as a statesman, while his reference 

to the Emperor as the King of Hungary 
hus excited the wrath of the German ele 
ment in Vienna. The Zeit made a violent 
attack on the imperial chancellor, telling 
him that his Wusiness is with Austria 
ltungary, not with Hungary, and asking 
him in future to bear in mind the Em 
peror of Austria when speaking of the 
King of Hungary. 

in a statement made to the 
oflicial Fremdenblatt the chancellor said: 
“With Count Achreuthal I had a long 
and minute discussion upon all pending 
questions which showed the complete 
harmony of our views which I had ex 
pected from the common basis of our pol- 
This conversation conducted in a 
spirit of mutual confidence will be of 
valuable support for the policy which 
am called upon to carry on in Ger 
many.” 

Hie further said that the firm cohesion 
of Austria-Hungary and Germany in the 
crisis of last winter had made the alli- 
unce yet more popular than it had before, 
and, in regard to foreign states, the test- 
ing of the alliance had produced the 
strongest effect.

That the relations of alliance 
between those two powers and Italy will 
form in the future, as they have formed 
in the past, the immutable basis of their 
European policy needs no special men- 
tion. The two statesmen were agreed 
that Germany and Austria-Ilungary are 
anxious to maintain the status quo in 
the near east and that they are animated 
by the hope that the new regime at 
Constantinople will lead a lasting 
consolidation. For both governments the 
reasons still hold good which led them 
to observe an attitude of reserve in the 
Cretan question and in regard to the 
crisis in the Hellenic kingdom out of a 
feeling of friendly consideration for their 
wily Italy, which is more actively inter- 
ested in those problems. Both statesmen 
also in a position to place it on 
record that the relations between Ger- 
mann and Austria-Hungary and all the 
“other powers have developed in a normal 
and friendly manner, and, as this neces- 
sary harmony between the powers seems 
to be threatened in no quarter, Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollweg and Count Aehrenthal 
consider that they have every reason to

MADE. IN EXPORTS

MADE ON NEW YORK 
SCHOOL PROPERTY 
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NEW YORK~—-The financial and statis- 
tical report just issued for the past three 
years by the committee on finance of 
the board of education is a unique doeu- 
ment and contains many novel features, 
Those who habe had an opportunity to 
examine it closely. say that it is the 
most complete document of its kind ever 
issued in New York or any other Ameri- 
can city. ; 

The new part of the work, which has 
attracted most attention, occupies the 
firat half of the book and is entitled 
“Real Kestate Data.” A picture of each 
achool is given together with a diagram 
of its site and: also a table giving the 
property record. This contains the num. 
ber of the acheol, the borough, the dis 
triet, the exact location, and also tells 
the method of acquisition, the name of 
the grantor or grantee, and other infor- 
mation. It futther states the area in 
aquare feet, the year of erection, the 
cost and a list of improvements, ete. The 
whole history of the school and build: 
ings isn given at. a Flance. 

The statisticaj part of the report shows 
that the department of education owned 
558 properties in 1908, a gain of six over 
1907 and of 37 over 10906. Fifty-one 
properties are leased, nine less than in 
1907. f 

In the records of special features it is 
shown that Brooklyn has 80 auditoriums, 
aguinst 21 in Manhattan and 47 in 
Queens. Manhgttan has 20 roof play- 
grounds, and 43 baths. There are 167 ele- 
mentary school buildings in Manhattan, 
and the same number in Brooklyn. The 
daily attendanre in the elementary 
schools was 540,388, and the instruction 
cost $17,080,975. 

The cost per pupil was estimated at 
$33.59, an increase of 7 cents over 
the previous year. In the high schools 
the daily average was 24,555, the instruc- 
tion cost $2,206,807, and the cost per pupil 
was estimated at $97.62, a decrease of 
$11 from that of the previous year. 


HOW BUDAPEST

Budapest was at one time known in 
the world as the flour city, but along 
in 1878 a young town on the headwaters 
of the Mississippi then famous for its 
prairie dogs and buffaloes had a lawyer 
for a citizen who made use of the natu- 
ral waterfall in the Mississippi to oper- 
ate a flour mill,;says the Bakers Weekly.

in a forceful manner. The editorial 
says 


what her people agree in thinking veces- 
sary for the defense of their own in- 
terests... The German argument for 
the acquisition of a great fleet runs 
somewhat as follows: Ii Germany can- 
not obtain some great territory in re- 
serve for her growing population from 
which she can satisfy her need of pro- 
ducts grown in temperate and tropical 
zones, either by commercial treaties or 
political power, then she must artificially 
check her population and lower her 
standard of living, or resume her former 
humble place in the concert of the 
powers. In future treaties will be made 
between powers of equal strength only. 


‘The danger to Germany lies in her small 


compass of home territory, from which 
follows the insistence 5n acquiring col- 
onies. Her future welfare depends on 
her ability to obtain firm hold of addi- 
tional territories or to prevent territories 
being appropridted by countries that are 
more powerful. 

“All this is quite compatible with the 
maintenance of good relations with Great 
Britain and with absolute abstention 
from any designs on the safety of the 


| British empire. Indeed the whole economic | 
structure which has been built up with so 


much labor in the last 40 years would 
fall to pieces on the first unmistakable 
intimation that German ambitions 
threaten the stability of Europe. 

“At least a third of Germany’s raw 
foodstuffs now come from abroad; 
has become an industrial state; her for- 
mer economic self-sufficiency has been 
broken by the rapid and regular increase 
of her population. Briefly Germany has 
been forced to become a sea power, and 


she 


fully 75 per cent of her foreign trade is 


now sea-borne. 

“It is hardly conceivable that Germens 
would allow the imposing edifice of their 
commerce and industry to be toppled over 
by rash adventures in the field of world 
polities. ‘There is too much at stake to 
permit German policy being anything but 


, peaceful.”

It is a curi- 
ous fact that while no satisfactory life of 
Jane Austen has yet appeared, the many 
| phases of her work and environment have 
been the subject of a number of books. 
Her quiet home life perhaps offers insuf- 
ficient material to the biographer. What 
a contrast is Robespierre—the very in- 
carnation of the spirit of revolution in 
France. The more he is whitewashed the 
‘uglier he appears. His faith was the 
faith of the revolution, and he echoed 
the ideas and aspirations of the Jacobins. 
Mr. Warwick has painted him afresh in 
all the ancient and lively colors 
familiar to readers of revolution history.

has fulfilled its mission most acceptably, and has brought our goods 
into a wider market than would have been found for them without 
this important adjunct. 

It is an open question whether any institution maintained by the 
public anywhere is doing more effective work, compared with its size 
and relative importance, than this commercial museum. Since its 
orgamzation the work, we are told, has gone ahead without interrup- 
tion and has afforded valuable aid to those who export goods. 

It is essential that the person who seeks to supply the demand 
Gf his neighbor shall be acquainted in some degree, at least, with the 
customs and occupations of the one with whom trade is desired. 
The complaint has often been heard that Americans are inclined to 
pay insufficient attention to what may seem to be peculiarities of 
business methods in other countries in preparing their goods for 
export. This tendency the institution referred to has sought to 
correct. 

Not only, however, does it foster and promote a more satisfac- 
tory method of preparing and shipping goods, but it has endeavored 
to inject into our public schools, by means of pictures and other object 
lessons, a wider acquaintance with the commercial geography of the 
globe. That this good work should continue none will deny, and if 
similar institutions could be provided in other parts of the country 
and the information sent out more broadcast doubtless many of our 
producers would be inspired to seek new markets for their goods. 
Perhaps the success which has attended the efforts of this institution

Americans have the reputation of being more prodigal and 
wasteful than Europeans, as a rule, and it is only in recent years, 
comparatively speaking, that this country as a whole has taken up the 
subject of utilizing by-products and putting into operation other 
plans by means of which the cost of ‘manufacturing has been greatly 
lessened. Meanwhile, in some of the European countries, the utiliza- 
tion of what might elsewhere be regarded as waste has progressed to 
a point where the waste has been to a very large extent eliminated. 
For example, the cuttings and prunings from the vines in many of 
the vineyards in France, we are told, are carefully gathered and used 
for fuel in gas retorts; and the gas, when mixed with air, drives 
engines to produce power for other departments. Many other ingen- 
ious plans have been put into operation by the French, who are noted 
for their frugality. The same practical spirit of economy is also seen 
in the use of peat in certain parts of Germany, where engines are 
driven by means of this fuel. 

No doubt the pressure of increasing prices will some day bring 
to. the- American people the lesson of greater economy. The old 
Scotch adage that there's as much in saving as in gaining is become 
more widely appreciated in these times. It is a truth that we may 
keep constantly before us. In many instances the acquisition of 
greater wealth may be accomplished by turning to good advantage 
that which we already possess. 
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
